Rather  than  use  up  good  white  paper  for  my  opinions  and  observations,  I prefer  to 
use  this  space  for  a description  of  the  SPA  Exhibition  at  Detroit,  September  17-19,  1948. 

The  Judges  were — John  J,  Britt,  Lester  A.  Davenport,  Charles  F.  Meroni,  Sam 
Rodvien  and  Clarence  Hennan,  Chairman. 

I was  agreeably  surprised  to  find  the  prominent  place  that  essays  and  proofs  are  taking 
in  the  prize  winning  collections,  not  only  in  the  Essay  Proof  Section,  but  in  the  general 
exhibits.  A brief  description  of  the  essays  and  proofs  in  the  various  sections  follows: 

The  B razer  Trophy  for  the  best  exhibit  of  United  States  Essays  and  Proofs  was 
awarded  to  Thomas  F.  Morris  (EPS)  for  almost  a complete  showing  of  United  States 
issues  1908  and  1912.  Die  proofs,  both  signed  and  unsigned,  and  plate  proofs  were  shown. 

First  Award.  As  usual,  Frank  Rosell  (EPS)  showed  a remarkable  collection  of  the 
1894  issue  of  United  States. 

Second  Award.  Solomon  Altmann  (EPS)  with  his  United  States  1915  printings,  was 
definitely  a contender. 

Third  Aiuard.  Julian  Blanchard’s  (EPS)  collection  of  the  banknote  engravings  with 
the  banknotes  and  the  essays  and  proofs,  was  exceptionally  fine.  This  exhibit  also  received 
the  Research  Award  of  the  Chicago  Philatelic  Society. 

In  the  Foreign  Section  of  Essays  & Proofs,  the  Henry  Gates  Trophy  was  awarded  to 
Franklin  R.  Bruns,  Jr.  (EPS)  for  an  excellent  showing  of  Panama  1906  and  1907  issues. 
This  collection  consisted  of  the  original  photographs,  artists  drawings,  essays,  unfinished 
dies  and  corrected  dies.  As  this  is  a bi-colored  issue,  blocks,  pieces  of  the  heads  in  various 
positions,  including  inverted  were  also  shown.  The  exhibit  finished  with  Specimens  and 
the  finished  stamps.  As  a whole,  it  is  a most  complete  study  of  the  issue. 

John  J.  Britt’s  (EPS)  exhibit  was  not  in  competition  as  John  was  called  in  as  a 
judge,  which  barred  him  from  competition.  He  showed  a very  fine  collection  of  die 
proofs  of  the  French  Colonies  and  one  well  worth  an  award.  It  was  difficult  to  judge 
the  essays  and  proofs  as  there  was  so  much  fine  material  shown. 

First  Award.  Edgar  Hume,  Jr.  (EPS)  showed  a marvelous  selection  of  the  original 
drawings  of  the  stamps  of  Vatican  City,  San  IVIarino,  Italy  and  Colonies.  I understand  that 
this  is  the  first  time  this  collection  has  been  shon  n and  well  deserved  a first. 

Second  Award.  Joseph  Mandos  came  up  with  a very  fine  exhibit  of  essays,  progress 
essays  and  proofs  of  Guatemala  including  some  original  drawings. 

In  the  General  Foreign  Section  it  was  necessary  to  split  up  the  exhibits  into  Europe, 
British  North  America  and  the  balance  of  the  world. 

Stephen  G.  Rich  (EPS)  with  his  Union  of  South  Africa,  showed  numerous  die  proofs, 
but  was  barred  from  winning  a trophy  as  he  had  donated  a trophy.  His  exhibit  was  fine 
and  showed  considerable  research. 

Henry  Gates’  (EPS)  collection  of  Canada  was  almost  an  essay  and  proof  collection 
in  itself.  It  was  a very  fine  showing  of  essays,  proofs  and  die  proofs,  along  with  stamps 
used  on  and  off  the  cover.  Being  the  donor  of  a trophy,  Henry  was  also  barred  from 
competition. 

"Ehe  Grand  Award  Avinner  was  Edwin  E.  Puls,  for  4'erritorial  and  Express  Covers. 

The  trophy  for  the  Best  Exhibit  of  United  States  Stamps  was  awarded  to  Ignatz 
Reiner  (EPS)  who  showed  two-cent  Blackjacks  including  a nice  array  of  proofs. 

4'he  Airmail  Trophy  went  to  Henry  M.  Goodklnd  and  the  SPA  Research  Award  was 
given  to  Charles  I.  Ball  (EPS)  for  a well  studied  collection  of  New  South  W ales. 

The  Nineteenth  Century  specialized  collection  of  I'inland  of  Charles  Johnson  was 
awarded  the  Trophy  for  the  Best  Foreign  F.vhihit.

Any  study  of  the  period  of  gestation  of  Bermuda’s  postage  stamps — that  period 
between  artists’  drawing  and  final  issuance  of  the  adhesive  stamp  itself — may  best  begin 
with  the  fact  that  from  the  first  issue  in  1865  until  the  George  V Jubilee  Issue  70  years 
later  all  Bermuda  stamps  were  the  product  of  one  firm,  De  La  Rue  & Co.,  London. 

The  emissions  of  De  La  Rue  seem  to  run  in  generations  which  bear  family  resem- 
blances. Most  familiar  are  the  “families”  of  Key  Plate  types  used  by  countless  colonies, 
whose  die  differences  are  noted  in  Scott’s  catalog.  Only  slightly  less  commonplace  are  their 
immediate  predecessors,  the  “Diadem”  types  of  Queen’s  head,  also  with  the  die  differences 
noted  in  Scott’s,  these  being  used  by  Cyprus,  Natal,  St.  Lucia,  Montserrat  and  others. 
Another  “family”  is  represented  by  the  first  issues  of  Dominica,  Tobago,  etc.,  and  preceding 
all  of  these  is  the  “family”  to  which  the  Bermuda  Queen  heads  belong.  Blood  brothers  of 
the  first  Bermuda  issues  are  those  of  Vancouver  Island.  The  first  Bermuda  stamps  went 
on  sale  September  22,  1865,  those  of  Vancouver  Island  two  days  earlier.  The  head  die  in 
both  is  the  same,  and  there  are  other  close  resemblances. 

Bermuda’s  first  stamps  arrived  in  that  island  much  earlier  than  the  above  date  of 
issue.  The  Royal  Gazette  of  August  i,  1865,  announced  that  copies  of  the  stamps  were  on 
public  view  at  the  Library  and  added  that  “they  have  been  universally  admired  for  elegance 
of  design  and  neatness  of  execution.”  This  is,  of  course,  a pardonable  overstatement. 
The  designs  are  trite,  particularly  by  older  standards.  They  are,  however,  interesting, 
and  in  one  way  or  another  not  only  proofs  but  even  artists’  drawings  of  the  early  issues 
have  found  their  way  into  the  hands  of  collectors. 

For  purposes  of  comment  the  various  Bermuda  issues  will  be  broken  up  broadly  into 
periods,  as  follows:  first,  the  Queens;  second,  the  “Dock”  types;  third,  the  “Caravel”  or 
“Ship  Type”  issues;  fourth,  the  high  values;  fifth,  the  pictorials-  The  1901  Surcharge  and 
the  Tercentenary  Issues  will  be  salted  in  between.  For  purposes  of  check-listing  the  Scott 
Catalog  numbering  will  be  used  as  the  base  even  though  it  is  neither  chronological  nor 
consistent.  Dates  of  die  proofs  are  given  where  known. 

The  Oiieem  Victoria  Issue 

I'hree  stamps  of  different  design,  the  ip,  6p  and  i shilling,  were  issued  in  1865.  The 
artists’  essay  drawings  of  all  three  are  in  a private  collection  in  England.  Die  proofs  of  all 
three  are  known,  on  card  in  black.  Two  types  of  plate  proofs  are  found,  one  on  thick 
paper  overprinted  “cancelled^  the  other  imperforate  on  watermarked  paper.  The  lat- 
ter, often  regarded  as  “imperforate  varieties”  of  the  stamps,  are  almost  certainly  proofs 
(excepting  the  ip  value  which  is  known  used  in  the  imperforate  state).  Yet  a third  variety 
of  plate  proof  may  be  the  perforated  copies  which  are  overprinted  “cancelled,”  as  dis- 
tinguished from  those  overprinted  “specimen.”  No  reason  for  this  distinction  in  the 
De  La  Rue  overprints  has  been  found,  but  the  id  and  ish  both  exist  with  both  overprints. 

ITe  Two  Pence  Queen  followed  in  1866,  the  Three  Pence  in  1873  (for  the  rate  to 
British  North  America),  the  Half  Penny  and  Four  Pence  in  1880,  and  the  Two  Pence  Half 
Penny  in  1884.  The  artist’s  design  of  the  Two  Pence  Half  Penny  was  only  recently 
discovered.  Die  proofs  in  black  on  card  are  known  for  all  values,  and  I know 
of  plate  proofs  for  all  except  the  1880  Half  Penny  and  Four  Pence.  Likewise,  all  values 
are  overprinted  “specimen”  but  only  the  3p  do  I have  recorded  with  a “cancelled” 
overprint. 
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Of  the  later  Queens,  two  very  interesting  sets  of  proofs  are  those  perforated  11^2 
and  12,  on  CA  watermarked  paper.  The  perf.  proofs  once  were  in  the  Ferrari  collection 
and  later  were  sold  under  the  hammer  when  the  collection  of  the  late  T.  W.  Hall  was 
dispersed.  There  were  eight  values:  y^p  green,  ip  rose-red,  2p  blue,  2p  brown-purple, 
3P  gray,  4P  orange-brown,  6p  deep  lilac,  ish  yellow-brown.  The  proofs  perforated  12  are 
known  in  six  values:  ip  rose-red,  2p  brown-purple,  3p  gray,  6p  mauve  and  ish  yellow- 
brown.  No  explanation  of  these  remarkable  productions  has  come  to  light  at  this  writing.

Tlie  Fartlimg  Stamp  of  1901 

In  1900  the  Bermuda  Legislative  Assembly  levied  an  inland  postal  rate  on  news- 
papers of  one  farthing  per  two  ounces.  Previously,  newspapers  went  through  the  post 
free.  Several  designs  were  submitted.  Parenthetically,  it  should  be  noted  that  in  this 
writer’s  opinion  the  3P  on  ip  stamp  of  1874  L not  an  essay,  as  some  have  suggested,  but 
an  error,  and  thus  Scott’s  No.  9 is  not  listed  as  an  essay  herein. 

Not  having  seen  any  of  the  locally  prepared  essays  for  Scott  No.  25,  the  1901  Farthing 
stamp,  save  a composite  essay  made  up  of  bits  of  sketch  pasted  on  a card  with  no  evidence 
of  origin,  I cannot  record  any  of  these.  Information  on  them  will  be  most  welcome.

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The  essays  listed  below  are  essays  of  the  overprint,  from  stock  type  fonts  of  De  La  Rue 
& Co.  Here  again  postal  history  of  Bermuda  parallels  that  of  British  Columbia  and 
Vancouver  Island,  for  in  both  cases — as  in  St.  Helena  and  elsewhere — the  colonial  govern- 
ment decided  to  save  the  high  cost  of  preparing  a new  die  by  the  device  of  printing  from 
an  existing  plate,  in  a new  color,  and  surcharging  the  new  value  desired. 

Thus,  the  1901  P\arthing  was  not  a provisional  but  an  economy  measure.  It  remained 
in  use  nearly  eight  years.

Tlie  “IDock  Type’’  Issues  of  1902^10 

Around  the  turn  of  the  century  there  was  a vogue  in  the  establishment  of  De  La  Rue 
& Co.  for  wide  experiments  in  trial  colors.  The  “Dock  Type”  stamps  of  Bermuda  are 
notable  for  having  shared  in  that  vogue,  along  with  the  1904  issue  of  Antigua,  the  1902 
issue  of  Bahamas,  1904  issue  of  Barbados,  etc. 

All  of  the  “Dock  Type”  stamps  were  typographed,  in  two  operations.  A single  plate 
was  used  for  the  center  of  all  values,  and  separate  plates  for  the  frames  of  the  various 
values.  The  theory  that  a single  plate  was  put  into  use  for  the  later  printings  of  the  ip 
red  of  1908  has  been  put  forward  but  has  not  been  confirmed.  It  does  appear  that  different 
dies  were  used  for  the  frames,  one  die  for  the  L2P  and  ip,  another  for  the  remaining 

values.  The  difference  is  shown  by  a dot  in  the  white  circle  in  the  side  ornaments  on  all 
the  values  except  the  y^p,  L2P  and  ip.  See  the  accompanying  illustration.

Flame  Die  I and  Die  11 
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Both  the  die  proofs  and  complete  plate  proofs  of  this  issue  are  of  exceptional  interest. 
First  are  the  progressive  essays  (26E-A  and  26E-B)  showing  first  the  vignette  in  unfinished 
state,  with  heavy  irregular  border;  next  the  vignette  in  finished  state,  with  a single  line 
around  the  design;  then  the  essay  (26E-C)  of  the  frame  only,  for  six  values  (probably  all 
exist,  but  I can  record  only  six).  The  earliest  complete  die  impression  is  that  of  an  essay 
very  similar  to  the  issued  stamp  design,  but  showing  various  details  omitted  on  later  proofs 
and  on  the  stamps  themselves.  (See  26E-D).  This  essay  has  the  value  tablet  in  solid 
color. 

The  plate  proofs,  and  trial  colors  exist  in  a range  of  color  combinations  and  shades 
almost  as  sweeping  as  the  spectrum.  Some  of  these  are  simply  imperforate,  others  are 
imperforate  with  a wide  margin  at  top  and  bottom,  and  of  the  latter  there  are  many  with 
the  plate  number  in  the  lower  margin.  These  proofs  are  lovely  to  look  at  even  though  the 
design  is  on  the  dull  side,  and  never  was  popular  in  Bermuda.

Among  the  Awards  for  exhibits  including  Essays  and  Proofs  at  the  IMABA  Inter- 
national Exhibition  at  Basel,  Switzerland,  August  1948,  as  reported  by  Edwin  Mueller  in 
Stamps  for  October  2.  1948  were  Silver  Gilt  Medals  to  Dr.  Clarence  Hennan  (EPS)  of 
Chicago,  for  Salvador  Prior  to  1890,  1 ecmard  T.  Vowles  (EPS)  of  England  for  New- 
foundland. Ernest  A.  Kehr  (Charter  EPS)  of  New  I’ork  for  Egypt,  and  Dr.  Alfred 
.Magonette  of  Cliarleroi.  Belgium  for  Peru. 

“4'he  Proofs  and  F'ssays  Group  contained  an  outstanding  object  in  the  large  and  very 
interesting  collection  of  European  Proofs  and  INsays  shown  by  Ernest  Wdeilemann  of  Basel, 
which  received  a Silver  Gilt  Medal,  plus  a Special  Award,  both  well  tleserved.  The  well 
known  collection  of  Essays  of  Old  German  Stationer}-  by  Dr.  Max  Zirker  of  Haifa.

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Bank  Notes  Produced  By 

Deraed,  Perkins  & Co, 

By  Julian  Blanchard,  Ph.D. 

Before  the  adoption  of  the  National  Banking  System  during  the  Civil  War  the  pro- 
duction of  bank  notes  for  the  local  State  chartered  banks  throughout  the  country  had  grown 
into  an  important  activity  and  had  brought  forth  many  capable  engravers  who  had  formed 
partnerships  and  companies  to  engage  in  this  business.  It  has  been  told  many  times  how 
this  development  was  the  natural  and  logical  foundation  for  the  production  of  postage 
stamps  w'hen  the  time  for  these  arrived.  We  are  now'  familiar  wdth  the  story  of  how  one 
of  the  leading  firms  of  this  character,  Rawdon,  Wright  & Hatch,  located  in  New  York 
(later  Raw'don,  Wright,  Hatch  & Edson),  produced  a provisional  stamp  for  the  New  York 
postmaster  in  1845,  and  then  the  first  regular  issue  for  the  United  States  Government  in 
1847.  The  names  of  other  bank  note  companies  who  secured  contracts  for  later  issues  of 
United  States  stamps  are  also  w^ell  knowm,  viz.,  Toppan,  Carpenter,  Casilear  & Co.  (after- 
wards Toppan,  Carpenter  & Co.),  the  National  Bank  Note  Co.,  the  Continental  Bank 
Note  Co.,  and  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.,  into  which  the  others  had  merged.  In  addition 
there  w'ere  still  other  companies,  unsuccessful  bidders,  wTo  submitted  stamp  essays  to  the 
Government,  items  that  are  now'  so  highly  prized  by  collectors. 

Know'ing  this  much  about  the  production  of  our  stamps,  how'ever,  has  not  sufficed  for 
the  serious  student,  w'ho  is  ever  seeking  to  learn  more  of  the  details  and  is  particularly 
interested  in  know'ing  w'ho  were  the  artists  w'ho  did  the  designing  and  engraving.  The 
American  Bank  Note  Company  officials  have  recently  been  reluctant,  and  possibly  in  some 
cases  unable,  to  supply  the  wanted  details,  so  that  the  stamp  researchers  have  had  to  ferret 
these  out  for  themselves  as  much  as  possible.  In  doing  this  it  has  been  necessary  to  make 
an  intensive  study  of  the  bank  note  engravers  and  their  work,  out  of  which  has  come, 
a little  here  and  a little  there,  some  new  knowledge  about  our  stamps.  In  this  connection 
we  w'ould  like  to  acknow'ledge  again  our  great  indebtedness  to  Dr.  Clarence  W.  Brazer 
for  his  pioneer  researches  in  this  field  which  have  been  reported  from  time  to  time  in  the 
Collectors  Club  Philatelist. (^) 

Engraver  of  Portraits  on  First  U,  S,  Stamps 

The  advent  of  the  hundredth  anniversary  of  our  first  stamps  has  naturally  stirred  our 
ambition  to  uncover  more  of  the  hidden  history  regarding  this  famous  issue.  One  object  of 
this  desire  has  been  to  learn  if  possible  whose  hand  it  was  that  actually  engraved  the  por- 
traits of  Franklin  and  Washington  used  on  these  stamps.  Since  Raw'don,  Wright,  Hatch  & 
Edson  produced  the  stamps  and  used  for  the  portraits  stock  dies  that  had  been  seen  on  some 
of  their  bank  notes,  it  had  long  been  taken  for  granted  that  the  dies  originated  wfith  that 
firm.  How'ever,  during  the  centennial  year  the  discovery  w'as  reported,  in  this  Journal, (“) 
that  it  W'as  not  this  firm  that  had  originated  the  dies,  but  an  earlier  and  lesser  know'n  firm, 
that  of  Durand,  Perkins  & Co.,  also  located  in  New'  York.  The  direct  evidence  of  this 
fact  W'as  the  appearance  of  the  same  tw'o  portraits  on  some  of  their  notes;  and  since 
Durand,  Perkins  & Co.  went  out  of  existence  the  very  same  year  that  Raw'don,  Wright, 
Hatch  & Co.  W'as  organized,  the  conclusion  w'as  unescapable  that  the  new'  firm  acquired 
the  dies,  along  with  others,  from  the  expiring  company.  Furthermore,  strong  circumstan- 
tial evidence  w as  adduced  to  indicate  that  Asher  B.  Durand  w'as  the  most  probable  engraver 
of  these  dies.  The  other  members  of  his  firm  w'ere  Cyrus  Durand,  Joseph  Perkins,  and 
Elias  Wade,  Jr.,  as  stated  on  one  of  their  announcement  cards. (“)

While  Durand,  Perkins  & Co.  did  not  produce  any  stamps,  the  fact  that  tliey  pro- 
duced the  portrait  dies  used  on  our  first  issue  fjives  them  a new  importance  in  the  eyes  of 
pliilatelists  and  puts  them  in  the  rank  of  the  bank  note  companies  previously  mentioned. 
Hecause  of  the  interest  that  has  developed  in  this  firm  it  has  been  thou}2:lit  desirable  to  make 
a listinji  of  the  known  bank  notes  that  bear  their  imprint,  as  an  aid  to  those  ^\■ho  m;iy  wish 
to  collect  them.  ^I'he  list,  which  contains  only  such  notes  as  the  author  has  himself  seen, 
is  rather  short.  I'he  majority  are  proofs,  most  of  which  were  foumi  in  the  Durand  ctd- 
lection  in  the  Map  and  Print  Room  of  the  New-^ork  Historical  Society,  which  has  been 
previously  described. (-)  Wry  few  issued  and  circulated  specimens  have  been  foumi.  The

company  existed  from  1828  to  1831  or  1832,  and  apparently  did  not  do  a very  large  bank 
note  business,  this  probably  being  the  reason  why  it  folded  up  so  soon.  Most  of  the  speci- 
mens seen  are  illustrated  with  vignettes  in  the  classical  style  designed  and  engraved  by 
Asher  B.  Durand,  and  with  excellent  counters  done  by  the  geometrical  lathe  expert  Cyrus 
Durand,  while  some  also  contain  small  portraits  of  famous  persons  such  as  Franklin, 
Washington,  DeWitt  Clinton,  Lafayette,  etc.  It  is  interesting  to  observe  that  many  of  the 
vignettes  are  signed  by  A.  B.  Durand.  These  are  noted  in  our  list,  and  the  proofs  are  also 
indicated.  Dates  are  those  on  issued  notes,  no  doubt  engraved  before. 

There  were  several  of  these  Durand  companies  and  to  the  uninitiated  it  is  puzzling 
how  to  interpret  the  various  imprints  found  on  their  notes.  From  the  New  York  City 
directories  and  other  sources  there  have  been  found  the  following  combinations ; P.  Maver- 
ick, Durand  & Co.;  Durand  & Wright;  A.  B.  & C.  Durand,  Wright  & Co.;  Durand, 
Perkins  & Co.;  Wright,  Durand  & Co.;  Casilear,  Durand  & Co.;  Casilear,  Durand,  Burton 
Sc  Edmonds;  Durand  Sc  Co.;  Durand,  Baldwin  Sc  Co.,  and  Durand,  Hammond  Sc  Mason, 
Cincinnati.  In  a future  article  a short  sketch  of  these  numerous  Durand  organizations  will 
be  given,  in  order  to  enable  the  collector  to  distinguish  one  from  another  and  to  identify 
the  component  individuals.

Lagerloef  S.  F,  A,  Award 

The  Lagerloef  S.  P.  A.  Award,  an  annual  award  in  the  Society  of  Philatelic  Ameri- 
cans, for  outstanding  service,  was  awarded  first  in  1944.

Mr.  Rich  was  Secretary  of  the 
Essay  Proof  Society  1943  to  1948,  and  it  is  generally  understood  that  his  work  for  the 
E.  P.  S.  was  a factor  in  winning  him  this  much-coveted  recognition.

Its  Essays  and  Proofs

G»  Telegrapli  Service 

In  Switzerland,  public  utilities,  as  a class,  are  government  owned.  Among  these  are 
the  postal,  telegraph  and  telephone  services  which,  as  a unit,  are  operated  under  the 
Administration  of  Posts,  Telegraphs  and  Telephones.  It  is  with  the  telegraph  service 
that  we  are  concerned  at  the  moment. 

In  1867  serious  consideration  was  given  to  the  matter  of  reducing  the  charge  for 
domestic  use  of  the  telegraph  service.  Apparently,  the  introduction  of  economy  in  opera- 
tion was  the  only  means  available  without  endangering  the  financial  safety  of  this  service. 

Among  the  steps  taken  was  the  decision  to  make  available  to  the  public  a series  of 
adhesive  stamps  for  use  in  prepaying  the  fee  for  each  telegram.  This,  a suggestion  of  the 
Postal  Department,  was  authorized  by  the  Federal  Council  under  date  of  February  27, 
1867. 

1 he  Postal  Department  was  directed  to  arrange  for  the  production  of  the  stamps,  for 
determining  the  denominations,  and  setting  the  day  of  issue. 

At  the  time,  the  postal  adhesive  stamps  were  being  manufactured  in  the  Federal 
Mint(^^)  of  which  Albert  Escher  was  the  Director.  Hence  the  production  of  telegraph 
stamps  was  assigned  to  that  institution. 

Documentation,  available  to  the  author,  lacks  much  of  the  manufacturing  detail  in 
which  essay  proof  students  are  interested.  Such  data  that  are  available  prompts  one  to 
conclude,  tentatively  at  least,  that  these  details  parallel  those  of  the  postal  adhesive 
stamps.  (■*^) 

It  has  been  recorded  (^)  that  the  Telegraph  Department  supplied  the  design  and  that 
Dr.  Escher  obtained  the  original  die,  which  we  presume  was  steel.  The  name  of  the 
engraver  of  this  die  is  lacking-  Presumably,  the  plates  were  lOO-subject  cliche  assemblies 
and  that  four  such,  as  a unit,  were  used  to  print  the  400-subject  sheets. 

The  Stamps 


(Fig-.  (»7) 

These  stamps  (Fig.  67)  were  cameo-printed  on  a flat-bed  press,  and  are  bicolored. 
They  ^^•ere  perforated  in  the  frame  perforator  of  iG-J  R^tige.  The  paper  was  the  same  as 
that  used  for  the  postal  adhesive  stamps:  at  first,  medium  weight,  opaque;  then  semitrans- 
parent, thin  and  hard;  and  finally,  in  1881,  granite  (red  and  blue  fibers).  All  these  papers

were  unwatermarked,  and  were  supplied  by  the  Sihl  Mills  in  Zurich.  What  appears  to  be 
a watermark  is  a control  mark  impressed  into  the  stamps  after  being  printed. (“^) 

I'he  stamps  became  available  on  January  i,  1868,  and  consisted  of  four  values;  25  and 
50  Centimes,  one  and  three  Francs.  One  year  later — January  i,  1869 — a 20  Francs 
denomination  was  provided  for  use  on  overseas  telegrams. 

In  1874  the  three  Francs  value  was  issued  in  brown  and  dark  carmine,  superseding 
the  first  issue  which  had  been  printed  in  gold  and  carmine. 

A change  in  the  tariff,  effective  January  i,  1877,  made  necessary  the  adding  of  two 
low  denomination  stamps:  5 Centimes  and  10  Centimes. 

The  final  major  change  occurred  in  1881  when  all  denominations  appeared  on  granite 
paper.  I'his  change  paralleled  that  of  the  postal  adhesive  stamps. 

Specializatioii 

Specialization  in  Swiss  Telegraph  stamps  is  limited  by  the  small  number  of  denomina- 
tions, the  few  major  changes,  and  the  discontinuance  of  the  adhesive-stamp  idea  on 
October  i,  1886.  Color  study  would  seem  to  present  the  most  fertile  field,  particularly  in 
the  vignette  color.  The  frame,  except  for  the  20  Francs  value,  simply  presents  the  usual 
variations  of  light,  dark,  bright  and  dull  hues  that  one  usually  finds  in  most  stamp  issues 
that  run  thru  several  printings. 


Vignette  Hues 

M onsieur  A.  Auberson  of  Bern,  a student  of  these  stamps,  and  the  authority  who 
furnished  the  text  on  these  stamps  for  the  Zumstein  Handbook, (^)  has  recorded  for 
philately  the  major  changes  in  the  vignette  hues,  all  of  which  are  in  the  red  group. 

According  to  Auberson,  the  vignettes  in  the  first  printings  thru  1868  to  1871  are  in 
carmine  while  those  of  the  1872  to  1875  period  are  a very  pronounced  deep  carmine,  which 
changes  to  dull  carmine  in  1876.  With  the  Introduction  of  the  5 Centimes  and  10  Cen- 
times values  in  1877  all  denominations  appeared  in  what  Auberson  terms  “just  an  ordinary 
red  which  fades  readily  when  exposed  to  the  sun.” 

Several  values  in  1879  were  printed  in  bright  rose,  and  during  1880  and  1881,  the 
last  two  years  of  the  white  paper  printings,  pale  rose  was  used.  This  is  the  same  hue 
found  on  the  first  issues  on  granite  paper. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  vignette  of  the  20  Francs  stamp  on  white  paper  was  not 
printed  in  red,  nor  in  rose.  Apparently  the  supply  with  carmine  vignette  was  sufficient  to 
meet  requirements  until  1881  or  later. 

Stamps  Discoinitiiniied 

I'he  public  exhibited  very  little  enthusiasm  for  this  method  of  prepaying  the  tele- 
graph fee;  few  purchased  a supply  of  the  stamps  in  advance.  This  lack  of  interest  defeated 
the  purpose  of  the  plan  and  prompted  the  Telegraph  Department  to  recommend  its  dis- 
continuance. Under  date  of  February  5,  1886,  the  Federal  Council  approved  this  recom- 
mendation, effective  October  i,  1886.  The  public  was  given  three  months  in  which  to 
exchange  its  supply  of  stamps  for  cash,  after  which  the  Department’s  stock  of  these  stamps 
was  sold  in  bulk,  at  a figure  approximating  cost  of  manufacture. 

Essays 

Other  than  the  mere  statement  that  the  design  for  the  Swiss  Telegraph  stamp  was 
furnished  by  the  Telegraph  Department,  the  author  knows  of  no  essays  of  design.  There 
are,  however,  impressions  from  the  mother  die  without  figure  of  value:  also  frame  and 
vignette  impressions,  all  of  which  we  class  as  essays.

H.  Railroad  Service 

Reflecting  on  the  development  of  Swiss  railroad  service — government  owned  and 
operated — one  is  given  to  marvel  at  the  progress  made  during  the  century  that  has  elapsed 
since  the  initial  step  was  taken,  in  1847,  with  the  opening  of  a modest  line  between  Zurich 
and  the  towm  of  Baden. 

The  present  widespread  network,  supplemented  by  a highly  efficient  Postal  Motor 
Coach  service,  stands  out  as  a monument  to  the  initiative  and  courage  of  those  engineers 
and  builders  who  made  it  possible  for  a traveller  to  reach  almost  any  inhabited  spot  to 
which  he  might  wish  to  go. 

This  goal  was  not  attained  without  solving  problems  wffiich,  at  the  time,  must  have 
seemed  insurmountable:  forbidding  gorges;  deep  and  wide  ravines;  steep  and  lofty  moun- 
tains; altogether,  a terrain  guaranteed  to  discourage  all  but  the  most  daring. 

Such  obstacles  were  surmounted  by  cutting  shelf-like  roads  into  the  mountain  sides; 
constructing  rope  railways,  rack  and  pinion,  and  various  funicular  types,  up  the  slopes.  It 
has  been  recorded  that  one  of  these  funicular  railways  has  a maximum  gradient  of  45 
degrees. 

Tunnels,  many  of  them  of  great  length,  were  required.  One  of  these,  the  Simplon, 
123^  miles  in  length,  is  the  longest  railroad  tunnel  in  the  world.  Perhaps  the  one  best 
known  to  stamp  collectors  is  the  St.  Gotthard,  9^  miles  long,  which  forms  a link  in  the 
railroad  of  that  name  and  provides  convenient  transportation  between  Central  Europe 
and  the  Mediterranean.  The  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  completion  of  this  railroad  was 
commemorated  in  1932  by  an  issue  of  three  stamps  (Scott’s  designs  A43,  A44  and  A45). 

Notwithstanding  the  disadvantages  of  their  rugged  terrain,  the  lofty  Swiss  moun- 
tains form  a major  watershed  and  thus  provide  a vast  natural  force — water  power.  This 
has  been  “harnessed”  by  the  Swiss  and  has  raised  their  electric  power  development  to  a 
very  high  level-  Over  85  percent  of  the  railroad  mileage  is  electrified;  the  Swiss  can  point 
with  pride  to  a 12,000  horsepower  electric  locomotive,  the  most  powerful  in  the  world. 


Railroad  Stamps 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  functions  of  passenger  and  freight  traffic,  the  Swiss  Federal 
Railways  provide  a type  of  parcels-post  service.  Presumably  this  is  a station-to-station 
service.  In  1913  adhesive  stamps  (Fig.  7O  'vere  introduced,  for  the  purpose  of  indicating

prepayment  of  the  postal  fee.  They  are  added  to  the  bill-of-lading  hy  the  railroad 
operative,  and  are  not  sold  in  mint  condition  to  the  public. 

All  these  stamps  are  of  one  design  with  the  figure  of  value  added  by  means  of  over- 
print. The  names  of  the  designer  and  the  engraver  are  not  known  to  philately. 

Space  available  precludes  a complete  listing  of  these  stamps.  However,  we  record 
sufficient  detail  to  make  identification  of  the  several  issues  possible. (^“) 

IdeiitificatioM  of  tlie  Several  Issues 

1913-14:  Typographed  by  Neukomm  & Zimmermann  of  Bern,  on  unwatermarked,  white 
porous  paper  overlaid  with  fine  diagonal  lines  forming  a faint  grill.  The  per- 
foration is  sawtooth  roulette,  often  named  Perce  en  scie  in  French  or  sageartiger 
Durchstich  in  German.  The  numerals  of  the  black  overprint  are  narrow.  Elec- 
trotypes of  50  subjects  (10  wide  and  5 high)  were  used  in  assemblies  to  print  the 
200-subject  sheets.  The  stamps  were  gummed  in  the  Railroad  Department’s 
bindery. 

1913-19:  Typographed  by  Neukomm  & Zimmermann  of  Bern,  on  thin,  white,  watermarked 
(Fig.  72)  paper.  This  was  gummed  and  supplied  by  the  Sihl  Mills  of  Zurich. 
The  letters  of  the  watermark  are  the  initials  of  the  Swiss  Federal  Railways,  in 
the  three  national  languages;  Schweizerischen  Bundesbahnen,  Chemin  de  fer 
federaux  and  Strade  ferrate  federal!.  The  sawtooth  perforator  was  used  on 
this  printing  but  due  to  the  very  thin  paper  manv  stamps  were  damaged  in  the 
process  of  separating  them.  Hence  the  remaining  supply  was  subjected  to  further 
perforating  superimposed  on  the  sawtooth.  A portion  of  the  stock  was  line- 
perforated,  gauge,  in  the  Railroad  bindery,  and  the  remainder  comb-per- 
forated, gauge,  in  the  Mint.  The  numerals  of  the  black  overprint  are 

narrow.

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1920-31  : Typographed  in  the  Federal  Mint,  on  unwatermarked  thick,  white  paper,  vertically 
grilled.  The  impressed  control  mark  (Fig.  73)  is  a variation  of  the  watermark 
of  the  preceding  issue.  The  11%  gauge  comb  perforator  was  used  and  the 
numerals  of  the  overprint  are  slightly  thicker  than  those  on  the  previous  issues. 
The  electrotypes  were  25-subject  and  were  used  in  assemblies  to  print  the  200- 
subject  sheets.  This  issue  included  values  of  10  Francs  with  red  overprint,  30 
Francs  with  blue,  and  50  Francs  with  dark  green,  in  contrast  with  the  black 
used  on  the  other  values. 

1932-33-  Typographed  in  the  Postal  Printing  Plant,  on  unwatermarked,  white,  granite 
(blue  and  red  fibers)  paper,  the  same  as  was  used  for  the  1932  Pro  Juventute 
stamps.  These  were  perforated  in  the  gauge  comb  perforator. 

1934-47:  Typographed  in  the  Postal  Printing  Plant,  on  watermarked  (Scott’s  watermark 
design  No.  183),  chalky-surfaced,  granite  (blue  and  red  fibers)  paper.  On  the 
first  printings  the  gum  is  grilled;  from  1940  it  is  smooth. 

Neither  essays  nor  proofs  of  these  railroad  stamps  are  known  in  philatelic  ownership.

L'Union  Postale,  monthly  magazine  of  20  pages,  8x12  inches,  published  by  the  Inter- 
national Bureau  of  The  Universal  Postal  Union  at  Berne,  Switzerland,  is  printed  in 
parallel  columns  of  French,  German,  English  and  Spanish.  Subscriptions  for  six  months 
3.50  Swiss  francs,  to  be  sent  to  the  International  Bureau  by  money  order.  All  new  stamps 
are  chronicled  but  not  illustrated. 

Number  4 for  April,  1945,  which  has  recently  come  to  our  attention,  contains  an 
article  on  “The  Philatelic  Library  of  the  Postal  Museum  of  Stockholm”  by  Paul  Gerhard 
Heurgren,  Custodian  of  the  Museum,  which  was  founded  in  1906.  It  is  installed  in  the 
old  General  Post  Office  building  dating  from  about  1820.  One  floor  is  reserved  for  the 
Postage  Stamp  Collection  belonging  to  the  Museum.  The  Collection  is  divided  into  two 
groups,  (i)  Swedish  Stamps  and  (2)  Foreign  Stamps.  The  collection  of  Swedish  stamps 
contains  specimens  in  all  the  varieties  of  colors  and  tints  of  the  proofs  and  original  designs. 
The  Foreign  collection  contains  a great  number  of  separate  specimens  of  every  kind  of 
stamp  and  also  the  valuable  collection  donated  by  Major-General  honoris  causa  Hans 
Lagerloef,  who  was  born  in  Sweden  but  resides  in  New  York.  The  Lagerloef  collection 
includes  the  two  celebrated  Mauritius  Post  Office  stamps  and  some  very  rich  collections  of 
Venezuelan,  Egyptian,  Corean  and  Haitian  stamps  as  well  as  those  of  other  countries. 

With  a view  to  enriching  its  collection  and  to  offering  greater  advantages  to  philat- 
elists, the  Swedish  Post  Office  in  1943  purchased  the  very  large  philatelic  library  of  Nils 
Strandell  of  Stockholm.  It  is  open  to  the  public  and  is  arranged  in  sixteen  sections. 
Section  4 consists  of  Manuals  of  essays  and  experiments.  The  library  contains  15,000 
rubrics  cataloged  on  4300  files.  The  files  are  all  in  English  so  as  to  make  them  accessible 
to  foreigners.  “English  was  chosen  as  being  the  incontestably  universal  language  in  tbe 
philatelic  world.”  The  technical  description  of  the  library  has  been  copied  from  that  of 
the  British  Museum  in  London,  which  possesses  an  imposing  large  catalog  prepared  by 
Sir  Edward  D.  Bacon. 

"Fhe  official  in  charge  of  the  museum  is  at  the  disposal  of  visitors  every  weekday.  He 
also  replies  to  written  requests  for  information  concerning  pliilatelic  literature. 
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Tlie  Jocelyn  Engravers

(Ill)  Simeon  Smith  Jocelyn  was  born  in  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  November  21,  1799, 
the  second  son  of  Simeon  and  Luceanah  (Smith)  Jocelin.  He  was  schooled  by  his  parents 
and  apprenticed  to  his  father  as  an  engraver.  At  a very  early  age  he  was  religiously  inclined 
and  attended  manv  of  the  revival  meetings  held  in  New  Haven. 

As  early  as  1816  he  exhibited  his  talents  at  engraving  and  was  associated  with  George 
Munger,  publishing  an  engraving  entitled  “The  U.  S.  Squadron  at  Algiers.”  In  1818  he 
and  his  brother  Nathaniel  established  the  bank  note  and  engraving  firm  of  N.  & S.  S.  Jocelyn, 
with  their  place  of  business  in  the  Glebe  Building  in  New  Haven.  Their  first  bank  notes, 
those  of  the  New  England  Commercial  Bank  of  Providence,  the  New  Haven  Bank,  and 
an  Ohio  bank,  appeared  during  that  year.  Just  how  many  of  these  notes  were  put  into 
circulation  is  not  known,  but  the  writer  has  in  his  possession  some  of  the  proof  notes  that 
once  were  in  Simeon  Smith’s  original  book  of  bank  note  specimens.  At  this  time  be  also 
engraved  many  portraits,  most  of  them  of  clergymen,  as  well  as  subjects  of  a religious 
nature.  In  1819  he  engraved  the  portrait  of  Benjamin  Trumbull  (from  the  original 
painting  by  George  Munger)  and  published  with  A.  B.  Goldsmith  a booklet,  “Tbe  First 
Principles  of  Religion.” 

While  still  continuing  in  the  engraving  business,  in  1820  he  started  to  study  for  the 
ministry  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Nathaniel  W.  Taylor.  Two  years  later  he  was 
licensed  to  preach  and  his  first  parish  (1824)  was  the  Temple  Street  Congregational 
Church,  New  Haven,  where  he  continued  until  1834.  Engraving  on  week  days  and  preach- 
ing on  Sundays,  he  also  took  a leading  part  in  the  anti-slavery  cause.  Two  of  his  best 
portrait  engravings  were  executed  at  this  time,  those  of  Jehudi  Ashmun  and  William  Lloyd 
Garrison,  both  engraved  from  original  portraits  painted  by  his  brother  Nathaniel.  Pre- 
viously, in  1826  and  1827,  he  had  exhibited  his  specimen  bank  notes  at  the  National  Academy 
of  Design. 

In  1830  he  was  associated  with  S.  B.  Munson  in  the  engraving  of  many  more  por- 
traits, most  of  which  were  used  as  frontispieces  in  religious  books  such  as  American  Tract 
Society  publications.  In  this  same  year  he  was  also  associated  with  Charles  Darling  in 
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New  \"ork  City  and  there  published  Buckingham’s  IVIap  of  New  Haven  and  the  book, 
“The  Memoirs  of  James  Brainerd  Taylor.” 

The  following  year,  1831,  he  established  a branch  of  the  New  Haven  engraving  firm 
of  N.  Sc  S.  S.  Jocelyn  at  36  Wall  Street,  New  York  City.  The  following  is  a copy  of 
their  advertisement  appearing  in  circular  form: 


Honorable  Sir : — 

We  take  the  liberty  of  submitting  the  enclosed  specimens,  in  soliciting  the  patronage  of  your  Bank. 

Besides  the  Geometrical  Die-work  of  the  margins,  and  the  vignettes  and  other  component  parts  of  a 
Bank-note,  foi  which  we  refer  you  to  several  sheets  herewith  sent,  and  which  we  can  vary  and  combine  to 
any  extent,  we  present  for  your  inspection  an  entirely  novel  style  of  work,  produced  by  new  and  expensive 
machinery,  as  seen  in  the  heads  and  medals  on  sheet  3.  These  are  effected  by  the  peculiar  curvature  of  a 
series  of  single  lines  of  equal  thickness,  producing  the  exact  similitude  of  the  original  medal  and  gems,  and 
are  executed  in  such  perfection  as  to  render  them  an  important  addition  to  the  securities  heretofore  used. 

The  extensive  circulation  of  Bank  notes  engraved  by  this  company,  and  their  long  and  well  established 
reputation  as  artists,  afford  the  best  evidence  of  the  Importance  of  their  plans  for  preventing  fraud  by 
counterfeiting.  Our  arrangement  with  them  enables  us  to  execute  with  promptness,  plates  possessing  every 
peculiarity  and  excellence  embraced  in  their  large  and  effective  stock  of  materials,  and  our  efforts  in  the 
execution  will  be  so  exerted  as  to  give  a distinct  character  to  the  notes  of  each  Bank  from  which  we  may  be 
favored  with  orders. 

We  think  it  not  improper  to  state,  that  during  a period  of  more  than  fifteen  years  in  which  Bank  notes 
engraved  by  us  have  been  in  constant  circulation,  part  of  one  plate  only  (one  of  our  earliest)  has  been 
counterfeited,  and  in  no  instance  has  a successful  alteration  been  made. 

Retouching  will  be  done  with  perfect  Identity,  so  as  to  agree  with  the  first  appearance  of  the  plates.

In  1834  Simeon  relinquished  his  active  part  in  this  engraving  business  to  his  brother 
Nathaniel  (who  then  had  become  associated  with  the  engraving  firm  of  Draper,  Under- 
\\ood,  Bald  Sc  Spencer)  and  devoted  the  greater  part  of  his  time  to  his  ministerial  duties 
and  the  abolition  movement  then  taking  hold  in  New  Haven.  In  1839  he  took  an  active 
part  in  soliciting  funds  for  the  defense  of  Cinque,  the  African  slave.  A long  trial  followed 
and  Cinque  was  freed.* 

Shortly  afterwards,  in  1841,  he  became  an  engraver  in  the  New  York  bank  note 
engraving  firm  of  Draper,  Toppan  Sc  Co.  and  continued  with  them  through  the  partnerships 
of  I'oppan,  Carpenter  Sc  Co.  and  Toppan,  Carpenter,  Casilear  Sc  Co.  until  1853.  During 
this  period  the  New  Haven  concern  of  N.  Sc  S.  S.  Jocelyn  had  gone  into  bankruptcy,  in 
1843,  and  the  next  year  he  moved  to  Brooklyn  (Williamsburg),  N.  \ .,  accepting  the 
pastorate  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  at  that  place.  Nathaniel  had  in  the  mean- 
while joined  Toppan,  Carpenter,  Casilear  N Co.  (1849),  and  in  1852  Simeon  Smiths  son 
Simeon  Starr  entered  this  company’s  employ  as  a clerk.  1 bus  for  a period  of  a few 
months  three  Jocelyn’s  were  employed  by  this  firm  at  the  same  time.

The  note  of  the  City  Bank  of  New  Haven  shown  in  the  accompanying  illustration  was 
engraved  about  this  time.  It  is  probably  the  work  of  Simeon  Smith  (as  Nathaniel  was 
engaged  in  supervisory  duties)  and  it  shows  a view  of  the  New  Haven  Green,  though  from 
a different  vantage  point,  such  as  used  on  earlier  notes  produced  by  the  firm  of  N.  & S.  S. 
Jocelyn.  This  note  bears  the  imprint  of  Toppan,  Carpenter,  Casilear  & Co.,  New  York 
& Philadelphia,  and  the  pen  and  ink  date  of  1865. 

In  1853  Simeon  Smith  gave  up  hank  note  engraving  entirely  and  became  Secretary  of 
the  American  Missionary  Society,  in  which  capacity  he  continued  until  about  1863  when 
he  resigned.  He  was  also  pastor  of  the  New  England  Congregational  Church  of  Brooklyn 
until  1867.  Resigning  then,  he  retired  from  all  active  duty  though  still  maintaining  an 
Interest  in  missionary  work,  and  died  at  the  home  of  his  son  Albert  Higley  Jocelyn  in 
Tarrytown,  N.  Y.,  August  17,  1879. 

On  November  18,  1822,  he  married  Harriett  Starr  of  Litchfield,  Connecticut.  They 
had  three  daughters  and  five  sons,  among  them  Simeon  Starr  and  Albert  Higley,  both 
engravers.

(I\  ) Simeon  Starr  Jocelyn  was  horn  in  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  October  8,  1825, 
the  eldest  son  of  Simeon  Smith  and  Harriett  (Starr)  Jocelyn.  He  spent  his  early  years  in 
New  Haven  where  his  father  was  a minister  and  engraver.  In  1841  he  presumably  went 
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to  Brooklyn  with  his  father  from  whom  he  received  advanced  education  and  instruction  in 
engraving,  his  father  then  being  an  engraver  with  Draper,  Toppan  & Co. 

In  1852  he  entered  the  bank  note  engraving  firm  of  Toppan,  Carpenter  & Co.  as  a 
clerk.  Two  years  later  he  became  an  engraver  in  the  newly  formed  engraving  firm  of 
Jocelyn,  Draper,  Welsh  & Co.,  of  New  York  City,  joining  his  uncle  who  was  one  of  its 
founders.  In  1858  when  the  many  existing  bank  note  companies  amalgamated  into  the 
American  Bank  Note  Co.  he  became  one  of  their  engravers.  He  continued  in  this  capacity 
until  1865  when  he  resigned  with  his  uncle  Nathaniel.  Due  to  the  similarity  of  his  name 
with  that  of  his  father  he  was  known  in  the  family  as  Starr  Jocelyn,  but  was  carried  on 
the  records  through  his  engraving  activities  as  Simeon  S.  Jocelyn,  Jr.  So  far  no  definite 
record  of  his  engravings  has  been  found,  but  it  is  well  known  that  he  was  a master  in 
the  art.  Many  of  the  die  proofs  once  owned  by  him  are  now  in  the  possession  of  the 
writer,  but  without  any  positive  clue  as  to  their  engravers.  Doubtless,  however,  many 
were  by  his  own  hand. 

In  1872  he  became  Treasurer  of  the  New  York  Silicate  Book  Slate  Co.  of  New 
York  City,  which  exploited  an  Invention  he  is  believed  to  have  made  after  his  career  with 
the  American  Bank  Note  Co. 

On  October  8,  1850,  he  married  Eliza  A.  Schenck  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  They  had  no 
children.  He  died  in  Florida,  but  the  date  and  place  of  death  are  unknown.

(V)  Albert  Higley  Jocelyn  was  born  in  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  December  21, 
1827,  the  second  son  of  Simeon  Smith  and  Harriett  (Starr)  Jocelyn.  He  received  some  of 
his  early  education  in  New  Haven  but  removed  to  Brooklyn  with  his  father  in  1841.  No 
doubt  he  received  some  instruction  in  engraving  from  his  father,  for  at  that  time  the  latter 
was  an  engraver  with  Draper,  Toppan  & Co.  of  New  \ ork  City.  His  father,  however, 
had  expressed  the  desire  that  he  follow  the  ministry,  hut  it  was  without  success.  Albert 
was  mechanically  inclined  and  soon  took  up  engraving  upon  wood  and  in  1849  had  a place 
of  business  at  64  John  Street,  New  York. 

Sometime  during  the  year  1851  he  became  associated  with  Henry  C.  Watson  (a  pro- 
fessor of  music)  and  Edward  Purcell  (an  artist)  in  the  pianoforte  business  at  289  Broad- 
way, New  York. 

In  1852  he  was  in  business  by  himself  and  engraved  upon  wood  the  New  World 
Crystal  Palace  which  was  reproduced  in  the  American  Phrenological  Journal,  January, 
185,^,  with  the  following  comment  by  the  publishers: 
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This  beautiful  engraving  of  the  Crystal  Palace  which  adorns  this  number,  is  an  electrotype  from  a 
wood  cut,  by  A.  H.  Jocelyn,  of  64  John  Street,  New  York.  This  elegant  art  of  electrotyping  instead  of 
stereotyping  v\  ood  engravings,  thereby  giving  a copper  surface  to  print  from,  means  an  impression  as  sharp  as 
from  wood  can  be  made,  and  the  surface  of  the  engraving  possessing  ten  times  more  endurance  than  common 
metal,  affords  an  economical  feature  in  connection  with  illustrated  works  that  justly  commands  the  admiration 
of  all  publishers.  Every  newspaper  in  the  land  should  treat  its  readers  to  an  impression  of  the  Crystal 
Palace  from  Mr.  Jocelyn’s  electrotype,  and  it  costs  but  three  dollars. 

It  is  quite  possible  that  at  this  time  Albert  engraved  the  wood  block  and  made  the 
electrotype  for  the  one  cent  stamped  envelope  and  newspaper  wrapper  essay  by  George  F. 
Nesbitt  & Co.  h rom  Dr.  Clarence  W.  Brazer  we  have  the  following  information  regarding 
these ; 

“Between  1853  and  1856,  when  George  F.  Nesbitt  & Co.  held  the  U.  S.  stamped  envelope  contract, 
they  essayed  a one  cent  Franklin  design  (19  x 26  mm.)  for  a stamped  envelope  and  newspaper  w'rapper. 
The  original  was  a woodcut  similar  to  the  1831-60  one  cent  stamp.  The  electrotype  made  from  the  wood- 
cut  is  on  a melal  block  and  inscribed  at  each  end  a.  h.  jocelyn/n.  y.,  who  no  doubt  made  it  for  the 
Nesbitt  Company.  When  this  company  went  out  of  business  about  1918  J.  Murray  Bartels  obtained  both  of 
these  typographic  dies,  but  had  no  prints  made.  The  two  dies  are  still  in  existence. 

“Original  essays  (Mason’s  No.  16  (a  to  h)  exist  as  entire  envelopes  cut  from  four  knives  on  orange 
paper  with  and  without  watermark  in  black  and  in  blue,  and  as  wrappers  in  three  sizes  on  manila  and 
orange  papers  in  black.  A large  quantity  of  proofs  both  from  the  woodcut  and  electrotype  have  long  been 
in  existence,  cut  rectangularly  and  each  overprinted  SPECIMEN  vertically  in  red.  These  are  not  listed  in 
Mason’s  19  ii  catalog  of  Proofs  and  Essays  for  U.  S.  envelopes.’’ 


Woodcut  Electrotype 

Nesbitt  Essay  for  Stamped  Enveloi>e  and  NeAvspaper  Wrapi>er. 
Engraved  by  Albert  Higley  Jocelyn 


In  1853  Albert  became  associated  with  Elias  J.  Whitney,  a wood  engraver  of  New 
York  City,  and  they  formed  the  partnership  of  Whitney  & Jocelyn.  They  engraved  many 
woodcuts,  some  of  Indians,  one  being  Red  Jacket  published,  as  the  frontispiece  in  “The 
Iroquois  or  The  Bright  Side  of  Indian  Character,”  by  Minnie  Myrtle,  New  York,  1855. 
Many  of  these  associated  woodcuts  were  published  in  Life  Illustrated ; for  example, 
“Steamboat  Landing,”  Volume  7,  January  29,  1859,  and  “Government  Palace,  Havana,” 
March  26,  1859.  During  this  partnership,  in  1854,  they  were  joined  by  Phineas  Annin  and 
the  three  were  engaged  in  making  woodcuts  of  all  kinds  and  electrotyping  at  Jocelyn’s 
workshop  at  58  Fulton  Street,  New  York.  This  partnership,  however,  only  existed  a few 
months,  after  which  Jocelyn  again  became  associated  with  Edward  Purcell  (then  an 
engraver)  ; they  published  some  pictorial  woodcuts  in  Life  Illustrated,  among  them 
‘G'he  Bloomfield  Classical  School,”  Bloomfield,  Essex  County,  New  Jersey,  in  Volume  7, 
November,  1858.  For  a few  years  thereafter  he  was  in  business  by  himself  in  wood 
engraving  and  electrotyping  at  60  Fulton  Street,  and  at  this  time  engraved  a label  for 
Hill’s  Alphabet  Spelling  Blocks. 

A vignette  of  Fort  Sumter  appearing  on  Civil  War  patriotic  envelopes  was  engraved 
by  him  in  1861.  In  this  same  year  he  engraved  the  woodcut  facsimile  of  the  $100  interest 
bearing  three-year  note  of  the  United  States  which  was  illustrated  in  the  Scientific  American 
of  September  10,  1861. 
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While  there  is  no  definite  information  on  his  record  from  1865  to  1871,  in  1872  he 
was  President  of  the  New  York  Silicate  Book  Slate  Co.  at  191  Fulton  Street,  a company 
founded  by  him  and  his  brother  Simeon  Starr  Jocelyn,  who  was  its  Treasurer.  He  con- 
tinued in  this  business  until  about  1875  when  he  became  interested  in  oil  well  prospecting  in 
Pennsylvania,  which  later  brought  him  great  financial  loss.  For  a time  he  lived  in  Denver, 
Colorado,  but  returned  to  Brooklyn  and  died  there  January  9,  1900. 

He  married  first  Mary  Emma  Salisbury  of  Cincinnati,  and  second  Lucy  Burrill  Ives, 
a widow  with  one  child.  They  had  two  children,  one  dying  in  infancy.  The  other,  Albert 
Hudson  (b.  August  17,  1874),  was  known  to  be  living  in  Pennsylvania  as  late  as  1910  but 
his  present  address,  if  still  living,  is  unknown. 

Otlier  Jocelyn  Artists 

Some  talent  in  drawing,  painting  and  engraving  has  been  inherited  by  many  of  the 
Jocelyn  descendants.  Nathaniel’s  granddaughter  Susan  T.  C.  Rice  and  a grandson,  Liv- 
ingston W.  Cleaveland,  both  ventured  on  careers  of  drawing  and  painting  while  attending 
school  and  college,  and  their  original  sketches  have  been  preserved.  Many  of  Nathaniel’s 
great-great-grandchildren  are  now  active  in  this  or  allied  fields.  Miss  Jocelyn  Clise  has 
specialized  in  wood  engraving  and  studied  under  Amelius  Amero,  and  her  sister  Sylvia  has 
also  exhibited  talent  in  ceramics.  Alfred  Hammer  and  IVlargaret  Trowbridge  Rice  have 
shown  considerable  aptitude  in  creative  drawing.  These  artistic  traits  have  not  been 
lacking  in  the  descendants  of  Simeon  Smith  Jocelyn  other  than  his  two  sons  previously 
mentioned.  His  granddaughter  Lillian  Jackson  was  a landscape  artist  and  married  Victor 
Pyle,  brother  of  the  Delaware  artist.  Their  daughter  Marjory  Kathleen  is  still  active 
as  an  artist  in  Wilmington.  The  continuation  of  the  Jocelyn  surname  (from  Simeon  Joce- 
lin  the  clockmaker)  rests  with  Douglas  Jocelyn  of  the  fifth  generation. 

Addenda 

(Through  oversight  the  following  paragraph  was  omitted  from  the  section  on 
Nathaniel  Jocelyn.)* 

On  July  5,  1818,  Nathaniel  married  Sarah  Atwater  Plant  of  New  Haven.  They  had 
six  daughters  and  one  son.  Two  of  his  daughters  were  accomplished  writers.  Susan 
Eleanor  wrote  and  published  many  short  stories  and  Elizabeth  Hannah  (grandmother  of 
this  writer)  was  the  author  of  “No  Sects  in  Heaven”  and  other  poems.  His  only  son 
Isaac  died  at  the  age  of  six  years  (1839).  He  was  the  last  descendant  of  Nathaniel  to 
bear  the  Jocelyn  surname,  and  had  he  lived  no  doubt  he  would  have  followed  in  his 
father’s  footsteps  as  an  artist  or  engraver.  A head  portrait  of  him  in  possession  of  a mem- 
ber of  the  family.  With  the  aid  of  rapid  sketches  by  George  Durrie  and  casts  made  by 
Hezekiah  Augur  at  the  time  of  the  boy’s  death,  the  father  later  completed  the  portrait. 
A die  proof  engraving  of  his  daughter  Susan  is  in  existence,  engraved  by  Alfred  Sealey  in 
1862,  while  Nathaniel  was  connected  with  the  American  Bank  Note  Company.  This  pre- 
sumably was  to  be  used  as  a vignette  for  the  Bank  of  America  but  no  note  bearing  the 
likeness  has  been  found.

P.  A.  Journal  during  the 
past  four  years.  The  genuine  stamp  and  the  forgeries  are  well  illustrateil  with  enlarge- 
ments showing  the  differences.  We  notice  a French  bogus  lithographed  "ess.m  1849”  with 
“00  POSTES  00”  and  head  of  Louis  Napoleon  in  design  similar  to  Scott’s  type  A2  of  1832.

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Essays  and  Proofs 

at  A,  P.  S»  1948  Exhibition  in  Denver 

As  Reviewed  by  Chester  A.  Smeltzer(^) 

The  stage  coach  which  rumbled  into  Denver  on  Tuesday,  September  the  7th,  1948  as 
the  American  Philatelic  Society  was  opening  its  62nd  Annual  Convention,  brought  to  mind 
the  hero  of  our  childhood,  “Buffalo  Bill.”  As  Chauncey  Thomas  put  it  in  Outdoor  Life: 

“His  fame  will  probably  outlive  Caesar’s,  for  when  Caesar  and  Napoleon  have  faded  into  oblivion, 
Buffalo  Bill  will  become  a legendary  hero,  known  in  literature.  Buffalo  Bill  took  the  American  frontier 
around  the  world.  London,  Berlin,  I’aris,  people  by  the  million  around  the  earth  saw'  with  their  own  eyes 
not  an  imitation,  not  a mere  stage  or  theatrical  effect,  but  the  real  thing.  Here  before  their  own  eyes  were 
actual  men,  red  and  white,  who  rode  the  western  plains  of  America.  No  other  man  has  ever  done  that,  no 
other  man  now  can  do  that.  Buffalo  Bill  benefited,  the  whole  West  benefited  by  it,  and  no  one  lost. 
That  our  outdoor  West  is  known  all  over  the  earth  we  owe  to  Buffalo  Bill.” 

Here  in  Denver,  at  the  top  of  Lookout  Mountain,  rests  the  body  of  William  P\  Cody, 
history’s  Buffalo  Bill,  and  the  philatelists  who  took  time  out  to  pay  respect  to  his  memory 
were  well  repaid.  Here  we  were  reminded  that  our  hero  was  an  important  link  in  our 
hobby.  Buffalo  Bill  was  a Pony  Express  Rider  back  in  i860  for  the  Central  Overland, 
California,  Pikes  Peak  Express  Company  at  the  age  of  14  years.  On  his  route  of  45 
miles,  stations  were  15  miles  apart  and  required  three  changes  of  horses. 

Returning  to  the  Exhibition  Room  at  the  Shirley-Savoy  Hotel,  visiting  philatelists  could 
not  help  but  be  impressed  by  the  outstanding  material  assembled  in  modern  Denver.  Here, 
Essays  and  Proofs  held  the  spotlight.  Julian  Gros  of  New  York  displayed  five  frames  of 
U.  S.  Essays  and  Proofs  of  1861  and  won  the  Brazer  Trophy  II  and  a Second  Award.  Our 
dynamic  director,  John  Britt  of  New  York,  also  won  a Second  Award  for  his  great  display 
of  Air  Mail  Essavs  and  Proofs  of  the  world  which  included  many  original  artists  drawings. 
H enry  Tolman^s  three  frames  of  United  States  Revenue  Proofs  came  in  for  a great  deal  of 
admiration.  It  was  a most  colorful  show. 

Contenders  for  high  honors  were  Tom  Morris  of  New  York,  with  his  display  of 
Canadian  Essays  and  Proofs,  and  Joe  Mandos  of  Philadelphia  with  his  Guatemala  Essays, 
Proofs,  and  Stamps. 

jMorris’s  display  of  60  album  pages  of  Canadian  proofs,  which  won  a First  Award, 
was  a treat  to  many  collectors  of  Canada’s  stamps,  and  because  of  the  many  requests  for 
a story  of  the  exhibit,  I am  detailing  the  items  for  the  benefit  of  the  Canada  collectors. 

Beginning  with  the  1897  Jubilee  issue,  an  essay  of  the  Queen’s  head  printed  in  bank 
note  green,  as  well  as  large  die  proofs  of  the  finished  and  unfinished  stamp  in  black,  were 
shown.  There  were  also  noted  essay  models  of  the  1897  regular  issue,  and  an  unfinished 
3c  Maple  leaf  large  die  in  black.  Of  particular  interest  were  the  three  original  pen  and 
ink  essay  drawings  (not  accepted)  of  the  2c  Map  Stamps  of  1898,  all  of  which  were  given 
prominence  in  a recent  article  in  the  London  Philatelist , and  in  Journal  No.  18,  p.  78- 

I'hree  progressive  large  die  essays  in  black  of  the  2c  Quebec  Tercentenary  issue  (1908) 
as  well  as  a number  of  essays  for  the  7c  Prince  of  Wales  in  the  1914  MacDonald-Cartier 
unissued  set  in  black  and  brown  w'ere  of  interest.  Following  these,  progress  large  die 
essays  of  the  Sc  1927  Historical  Series  (McGee)  as  w’ell  as  five  large  die  essays  of  the  5c 
Postal  Union  1933,  printed  on  glazed  paper  with  gum  on  back,  and  the  essay  and  finished 
large  die  proof  of  5c  Royal  William  issue,  1933,  deserved  attention. 

ITere  were  also  an  unusual  lot  of  large  dies  of  different  values  of  the  issue  of  1935. 
particularly  the  50c  value  of  wdiich  models  and  progressive  die  essays  in  black  and  blue 

(t)Mr.  Snieltzer’s  U.  S.  Proof  Exhibit  of  five  frames  containiiii?  the  very  rare  1915  printing  of  small 
die  proofs  1847  to  which  is  the  only  complete  lot  known  in  philatelic  hands,  was  entered  Not  in 

Com t'etition  as  he  has  previously  won  the  Brazer  Trophy  I three  times  and  now  possesses  it  permanently. 
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were  exhibited.  Large  dies  of  the  Silver  Jubilee  (1935)  were  well  represented,  five 
progressive  die  essays  of  the  5c  value  of  this  issue  being  shown.  Large  dies  of  the  1937- 
38  were  beautiful  specimens  of  the  art  of  line  engraving.  The  two  models  of  the  3c  Royal 
\'isit  Commemorative  1939,  as  well  as  large  dies  of  the  ic,  2c,  3c,  4c,  and  20c  War  Effort 
issue  (1942),  some  in  unfinished  condition,  were  items  of  particular  interest. 

Joe  Mandos  and  his  exhibition  of  60  album  pages  of  Guatemala  also  won  a First 
Award  and  the  second  leg  on  the  Smeltzer  Cup.  This  display  shown  for  the  first  time  in 
completeness  told  the  story  of  the  1.25  and  2.50  peso  stamps,  Scott  No.  217  and  218.  The 
story  of  these  two  stamps  was  well  illustrated.  The  exhibit  for  the  2.50  peso  stamp, 
engraved  and  printed  by  Perkins  Bacon  & Co.  Ltd.  of  London,  was  a complete  step  by 
step  display.  It  included  the  actual  photograph  of  Lorenzo  Montufar,  Guatemalan  jurist 
and  author,  the  artist’s  drawings  made  from  the  photograph,  the  numerous  states  in  the 
engraving  of  the  die,  the  plate  proofs,  the  finished  stamp,  its  use  on  cover,  and  finally  its 
use  as  an  official  stamp  limited  to  use  in  Guatemala  City  only.  In  addition  to  this  dis- 
play, iVIandos  exhibited  similar  states  of  work  in  preparing  the  die  for  the  1.25  peso  stamp. 
This  showing  gave  details  of  the  work  done  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Company,  Water- 
low  and  Sons,  Columbian  Bank  Note  Company,  Enschede  and  Sons  of  Holland,  and  the 
National  Printing  Office  in  Guatemala. 

To  those  loyal  Essay  and  Proof  members  who  brought  new  understanding  to  the 
West  by  their  material  exhibited,  go  my  sincere  appreciation.  My  heartfelt  thanks  go  also 
to  the  Colorado  philatelists  Avho  were  such  splendid  hosts.  It  was  a rare  privilege  for 
those  of  us  from  the  East  to  see  some  of  these  fine  collections  and  we  hope  that  some  of 
our  material  will  prove  an  inspiration  to  our  Western  friends. 


One  Sunday,  Chester  A.  Smeltzer  was  in  Madagascar.  The  next  he  was  in  Denver 
for  the  convention  and  exhibition.  Had  he  missed  a plane  connection  anywhere  he  would 
not  have  arrived  on  time.

Shanghai  “Small  Dragons” 

A Curious  Discovery 

By  E.  F.  Hurt,  E.  P.  S.,  B.  P.  A.,  A P.  S. 

Very  little  is  really  known  about  the  production  of  the  “small  dragon”  stamps  of 
Shanghai,  which  were  produced  by  a comparatively  unknown  firm  of  printers,  at  least  as 
far  as  stamp  printing  was  concerned,  Nissen  Sc  Parker,  of  London.  We  do  not  know 
as  yet  for  certain  how  many  stones  were  made  for  any  particular  value,  though  recent  dis- 
coveries seem  to  show  that  for  some  values  as  many  as  six  or  even  seven  stones  were  used. 

Some  notes  appeared  a couple  of  years  ago  in  the  China  Clipper  in  regard  to  proofs 
of  these  issues  to  which  I later  added  in  the  same  journal,  some  further  notes  on  certain 
die  proofs  which  I had  and  which  seemed  to  be,  in  some  cases,  from  an  early  state  of  the 
engraving  of  the  original  dies. 

Proofs  from  the  engraved  dies  of  both  the  1866  “cents”  and  1867  “Candareen”  issues 
exist  and,  of  course,  “plate”  proofs  from  some  of  the  printing  stones.  A curious  proof, 
however,  is  four  litho  impressions,  in  positive  separate  impressions  (one  of  which  is  tete- 
beche  to  tbe  others),  on  thin  satin  paper  of  the  2 cents. 

But  the  intriguing  item  which  causes  me  to  write  these  notes  is  a sheet  margin  pair 
of  plate  proofs  in  black  of  the  6 candareens  without  the  figure  "6”.  How  was  this  pro- 
duced and  why?

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We  know  that  it  is  a common  practice  with  lithographers,  where  designs  for  several 
values  are  identical,  to  produce  a single  die  and  by  means  of  a matrix  transfer  to  build  up 
the  necessary  printing  stones  and  to  insert,  by  separate  subsidiary  transfers,  the  necessary 
value  figures  on  each  of  sufficient  stones  to  complete  the  printing  of  the  total  number  of 
values  of  a series.  This  is  a cheap,  easy  and  satisfactory  method  in  most  cases  as  it  involves 
only  one  die  and  one  matrix  stone  for  the  main  design.  Such  a method  has  been  employed 
in  many  lithographed  stamp  issues. 

Did  Xissen  & Parker  think  this  could  be  carried  out  for  the  stamps  of  Shanghai  and 
did  they  envisage  only  one  design  for  all  four  values  of  the  1867  issue,  instead  of,  as  ulti- 
mately happened,  four  separate  designs  from  four  separate  dies?  I think  this  is  the 
probable  explanation.  But  why  was  it  not  carried  out?  Obviously  because  Nissen  and 
Parker  realised,  after  they  had  made  the  master  stone  from  which  these  proofs  came,  that 
it  was  not  merely  a case  of  inserting  numerals  for  the  value  in  the  lower  label  but  that  the 
design  of  each  stamp  also  carried  the  necessary  Chinese  value  also,  corresponding  to  the 
European  figure,  in  the  left  hand  label!  And  in  the  case  of  the  12  cands.  the  Chinese 
character  is  not  a single  one.  It  would  have  involved  considerably  more  trouble  and  some 
very  accurate  workmanship  to  have  created  three  stones  (the  i can.  could  not  have  been 
dealt  with  from  the  same  matrix  transfers  as  this  has  “can”  in  the  ‘singular’)  and  inserted 
on  each  the  separate  small  transfers  for  both  the  lower  and  side  label;  and  they  had  already 
laid  down  a stone  which,  although  it  did  not  show  the  figure  of  value,  was  only  adaptable 
to  the  6 candareens  because  of  the  Chinese  side  label! 

Anyhow,  this  is  an  interesting  piece  which  we  must  consider  as  an  essay  stone  which 
had  to  be  rejected,  because  if  we  have  the  good  fortune,  as  I have  had,  to  examine  a com- 
plete sheet  of  the  6 cands.  as  issued,  it  will  be  found  that  there  is  no  question  of  separate 
insertions  of  figure  transfers,  so  that  this  “no  figure”  stone  was  not  used.  Whether  this 
peculiar  stone  was  produced  by  the  usual  processes  of  lithography  from  the  original  6 
cands.  die,  after  removal  of  the  figure  either  on  the  die,  or  more  likely  on  the  matrix  stone, 
or  whether  the  6 cands.  die  was  the  first  engraved  and  the  figure  was  not  engraved  thereon 
in  the  first  place  but  only  after  the  idea  of  one  set  of  transfers  for  all  values  was  dis- 
carded, it  is  of  course  impossible  to  say.  As  far  as  engraved  die  proofs  are  concerned  I 
have  only  seen  such  of  the  complete  die  with  figure  for  this  value.

Scott’s  1949  Standard  Catalogue,  VoL  1,  A Meview 

Scott’s  1949  Standard  Catalogue  Vol.  i of  The  Americas  and  the  British  Common- 
wealth of  Nations — edited  by  Gordon  R.  Harmer,  was  published  September  25,  1948  by 
Scott  Publications.  Inc.  This  year  it  contains  881  pages  (last  year  854)  with  index  and  is 
hound  in  green  boards. 

In  the  United  States  Postmasters  section  we  notice  only  two  price  changes  for  the 
1845  N ew'  York  stamp  used  which  gets  a 5.00  boost  to  50.00  while  the  same  without  signa- 
ture initials  drops  lO.OO  to  90.00  used.  The  1847  stamps  remain  unchanged  but  the  1875 
reproductions  go  up,  the  5c  to  28.50  and  loc  to  37.50.  In  the  1851  and  1857  issues  there 
are  a number  of  price  changes  for  the  used  stamps  both  up  and  down  while  the  unused  are 
mostly  reductions.  The  1875  reprints  all  advance  about  20^^,  except  the  3c.  The  1861-67 
issues  also  have  many  price  changes  both  up  and  down  and  the  reissue  of  these  stamps 
are  now  listed  used  with  about  half  of  them  priced.  These  are  given  as  examples  of  the 
numerous  price  changes  this  year  which  must  be  compared  to  appreciate  the  necessity  to 
own  this  new  catalog.  In  the  whole  book  there  are  over  1300  price  changes.  From  a 
casual  observation  it  would  appear  there  are  about  as  many  reductions  as  raises.  Some  of 
these  changes  were  previously  published  in  Scott’s  i\Ionthly  Journal  and  in  press  releases 
of  which  four  were  issued  during  the  past  year.  There  has  been  no  change  in  format  of 
the  U.  S.  postage  except  the  additional  new  issues  down  to  the  1948  Mississippi  Territory 
No.  9S5,  and  the  three  1947  air  mails.  The  U.  S.  Occupation  stamps  used  in  Europe  have 
been  omitted  from  the  U.  S.  section. 
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Reports  of  Chapter  Meetings 

New  York  Chapter  No,  1

Meeting  of  July  14,  1948.  Members  present,  Adams,  Blanchard,  Brazer,  Ehrenberg,  Finkelberg, 
Gros,  Holton,  Morris,  Plotz  and  Rasmussen;  visitors,  David  H.  Burr,  i\I.  E.  Esternaux,  G.  Moerz  and 
Foster  W.  Rice. 

Dr.  Brazer  discussed  the  coming  Philatelic  Exhibitions  at  Denver  and  Detroit,  stressing  the  importance 
of  a good  showing  by  the  Essay  Proof  Society  and  especially  the  New  York  Chapter  at  these  two  important 
shows. 

The  main  exhibitor  of  the  evening.  Dr.  Clarence  W.  Brazer,  commenced  showing  a rare  and  beautiful 
collection  of  Essays  and  Proofs  of  Great  Britain  and  Colonies.  He  started  with  the  very  first  essays  for 
postage  stamps,  those  of  Great  Britain,  prepared  by  various  engraving  and  printing  concerns  for  the 
“Treasury  Competition”  of  1839,  followed  by  the  Prince  Consort  and  Christopher  Columbus  “Rainbow 
Proofs”  with  corners  clipped,  the  so-called  Scottish  Essays,  certain  proofs  with  “Specimen”  overprint,  essays 
produced  by  Perkins,  Bacon  & Co.,  during  the  period  1879  to  1880.  Some  de  la  Rue  typographed  die  essays 
were  shown  and  at  this  point  Dr.  Brazer  gave  some  interesting  facts  regarding  this  process  of  postage  stamp 
production.  He  then  showed  a group  of  20  rare  essays  and  a proof  for  the  Mulready  covers  and  colorful 
and  interesting  embossed  envelope  essays  which  engraving  has  not  been  surpassed  to  date. 

Further  showings  consisted  of  British  Colonies  Essays  and  Proofs  of  Straits  Settlements,  British  Guiana, 
Cape  of  Good  Flope,  Ceylon,  Gibraltar,  Gold  Coast,  Grenada,  British  Honduras,  India  and  “West  India,” 
Natal,  Nevis,  New  South  Wales,  New  Zealand,  South  Australia,  Tasmania  and  Turks  Islands. 

The  next  exhibitor,  Thomas  F.  IVIorris,  showed  an  unusually  detailed  set  of  progress  die  essays  for  the 
Honduras  8c  Roosevelt  stamps  as  well  as  such  essays  and  proofs  of  the  other  values  of  the  1947  issue  of 
this  country.  It  was  the  first  public  showing  of  this  extremely  rare  material. 

Dr.  Julian  Blanchard  followed  with  the  showing  of  a book  entitled  “A  Century  of  Banking,”  published 
in  1922  for  the  Farmers  Loan  and  Trust  Company,  containing  a wealth  of  interesting  early  New  York 
banking  history.

Two  certificates  were  displayed  which  were  awarded  the  E.  P.  Society  by  the  Collectors  Club  for  out- 
standing research  indicated  in  Dr.  Brazer’s  1847  issue  exhibit  at  the  June,  1948  meeting  of  that  Club. 

Thomas  Morris  fulfilled  the  Secretary’s  promise  of  a treat  with  his  showing  of  the  essays  and  proofs 
of  the  “Classics”  or  1870  designs.  He  started  by  <iuoting  from  contemporary  reports  as  to  the  reason  for  a 
new  issue  so  soon  after  the  issue  of  1869,  which  collectors  of  today  consider  one  of  the  most  beautiful  sets 
of  U.  S.  stamps.  New  stamps  were  desired  with  sculptured  busts  of  “deceased,  distinguished  Americans,” 
the  contract  for  which  was  held  by  the  National  Bank  Note  Co.,  contractors  for  the  then  current  1869 

issue.  Mr.  Morris  then  showed  a picture  of  the  interior  of  the  National  Bank  Note  Co.  printing  plant 

located  in  one  of  the  upper  floors  of  the  Cooper  Union  Building,  during  which  time  their  offices  were  located 
at  No.  I Wall  St.,  New  York. 

In  the  case  of  practically  every  value  from  the  i cent  to  the  90  cents,  Mr.  Morris’  display  followed 
the  following  sequence;  Original  sketch,  model  or  wash  drawing  for  essays  and/or  accepted  design;  die 

essays  and  trial  color  die  proofs  in  many  colors  including  the  rare  Goodall  proofs;  plate  proofs  in  singles 
and  blocks  of  four  including  the  Atlanta  Trial  Colors  which  are  extremely  rare  in  blocks.  In  addition, 

throughout  the  collection  were  many  plate  proofs  in  large  pieces,  probably  from  the  Earl  of  Crawford 

Collection,  some  of  which  are  listed  as  follows;  i cent  block  of  30;  2 cents  block  of  20;  6 cents  block  of 

so;  7 cents  block  of  >0;  lo  cents  block  of  40  and  of  the  1882  version  block  of  50;  12  cents  block  of  >0: 
IS  cents  block  of  so;  24  cents  block  of  32  and  two  blocks  of  so;  90  cents  block  of  so  in  carmine;  S 
cents  Taylor  block  of  So. 

Our  next  exhibitor,  Frank  W.  Rosell,  who  came  from  Albany  for  (he  occasion,  showed  two  book 
illustrations  by  A.  B.  Durand  and  the  original  steel  plates  from  which  they  were  printed. 

Dr.  Blanchard  in  his  search  for  relationships  between  bank  note  and  stamp  designs  presented  some 
bank  notes,  book  illustrations  and  text  material  regarding  the  bridge  shown  on  the  Friendship  Stamp  recently 
issued  by  the  U.  S.  in  compliment  to  Canada,  which  proveii  very  interesting  and  should  be  the  subject 
of  a coming  article  in  the  Journ.al. 

Eugene  Costales  showed  the  proofs  removed  from  the  huge  framed  advertisement  of  Butler.  Carpenter 
&.  Co.  once  owned  by  John  Klemann  and  on  display  for  years  at  the  old  Nassau  Stamp  Co.  .Mr.  Costales 
also  showed  many  beautiful  Ih  S.  essays  and  proofs  coming  up  for  auction  September  23d. 
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iMcetiii.e  of  September  8,  1948.  Members  present,  Blanchard,  Dr.  and  .Mrs.  Hrazer,  Ehrenbere;,  Gros, 
■Meurer,  .Morris,  I’elander,  Rasmussen,  Rice,  Wray;  visitors,  Julius  Weidner  of  the  Pliiladelphia  Chapter, 
and  Cieorpe  C Murphy  from  Te.xas. 

Dr.  Brazer  opened  the  meeting  with  a discussion  of  the  forthcoming  American  l^hilatelic  Congress  and 
Exhibition  at  Reading,  November  12,  13,  and  14,  1948. 

Carl  Pclander,  our  main  exhibitor  of  the  evening,  showed  what  is  probably  the  most  complete  col- 
lection in  existence  of  Hawaiian  Islands  Essays  and  Proofs  owned  by  Ferrars  H.  Tows,  which  is  to  be 

offered  at  auction  on  October  7,  1948.  Mr.  Pelander  is  quite  a student  of  and  authority  on  the  postage 
stamps  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  he  himself  having  for  a time  specialized  in  these  issues,  during  which  time 
his  collection  lereived  several  awards  at  Philatelic  Exhibitions,  and  so  was  well  ([ualified  to  speak  for  the 
owner. 

Beginning  with  the  1861  issue  the  display  of  essays  and  proofs  in  an  array  of  color*  and  shades  made 

it  evident  that  -Mr.  Tows  spared  no  effort  throughout  the  collection  to  acquire  all  kno'  n varieties,  even 

down  to  minor  shade  differences,  of  the  various  issues. 

There  was  an  essay  for  the  numeral  type  issued  in  1861,  which  is  probably  uniijue.  There  was  a 

fine  lot  of  the  Government  Reprints  of  1889.  Two  interesting  fakes  in  $2  and  $5  denominati.^rs,  beautifully 
engrax’ed,  from  large  die  proofs  to  finished  perforated  and  gummed  and  even  cancelled  varieties,  were  shown. 

Of  the  designs  as  issued  the  Tows  collection  consisted  of  die  proofs  of  the  vignettes  or  heads  in  a few 
instances:  then  in  most  cases,  in  issues  of  1861,  1864,  *871,  1875,  1882-6,  1886-89  ai’tl  1890  as  well  as 
1894,  the  pattern  of  collecting  followed  w'ith  large  die  proofs  including  varieties  of  shade  and  color  trials, 
and  in  some  cases  with  and  without  the  die  number  of  the  bank  note  company  thereon,  and  from  large  full 

size  cards  to  those  trimmed  close  to  die  sinkage.  Then  plate  proofs  on  India  paper  and  card,  followed  by 

blocks  and  strips  and  color  trial  plate  proofs  in  singles  and  multiples. 

An  interesting  group  comprised  certain  proofs  overprinted  specimen  with  and  without  card,  the  former 
bearing  advertising  matter  of  the  National  Bank  Note  Co.  on  the  card. 

Also  outstanding  was  a 50-subject  printer’s  proof  for  the  ’’provisional  Government”  overprint  used  in 

1893,  otherwise  unknown. 

There  were  some  interesting  die  and  plate  proofs  for  the  Official  Stamps  and  some  beautifm  Postal 

Card  die  proofs  which  are  extremely  rare,  a proof  of  the  Wells  Fargo  Hawaiian  Islands  frank,  and  a die 

essay  of  the  1894  Kahului  Railroad  stamp  without  denomination. 

Following  our  main  speaker.  Dr.  Clarence  Brazer  showed  from  his  collection  of  proofs  of  the 

Hawaiian  Islands  containing  many  rare  items  of  die  proofs  and  plate  proofs  in  singles  and  multiples  and 

some  essays.  Upon  request  of  members  present  he  also  shewed  similar  items  from  the  Dominican  Republic, 
Ecuador  (including  rare  dies  of  frames  only),  Guatemala,  Honduras,  Mexico,  Nicaragua,  Panama,  Paraguar 
(here  Dr.  Brazer  described  the  method  of  “relief  engraving”  used  in  the  production  of  certain  issues  of  this- 
country),  Peru  (including  revenue  issues),  Salvador,  Uruguay  (including  some  unfinished  essays),  and 
A'enezuela. 

Air.  Murphy,  our  visitor  from  Texas,  shared  with  us  his  recent  interesting  discovery  consisting  of  an 
engraved  advertisement  approximately  14  x 18  inches,  in  the  form  of  a proof  on  India  paper,  of  Toppan, 
Carpenter,  Longacre  ct  Co.  illustrating  numerous  vignettes  from  the  stock  dies  of  this  firm. 

Dr.  Julian  Blanchard  showed  a copy  of  Ordway’s  “American  Bond  Detector,”  published  in  1869,, 
together  with  a number  of  die  proofs  of  the  vignettes  used  on  the  bonds,  or  portions  of  bonds,  illustrated 
therein.  He  also  compared  this  publication  with  the  bank  note  counterfeit  detectors  of  Laban  Heath,  three 
editions  of  which  were  exhibited.
